a man to enter upon the new toim. 


In the event of the sfcond develop- 


ment the newspaper Excelsior (inde- 
pendent) has pointed out Ca' ranza 
undoubtedly \\ould be designated as 
the provisional president. 


The Excelsior asserts that the new 
institution provides: 
"In cast of the absolute lack of a 


'resident during the first two years 
of presidential teim, Congress shall 
immediately elect a President, 
the 


'ame Congio-s to convoke new presi- 
dential elections, arranging foi these 
to take place as near as possible to 
the next elections for congressmen 
and senators." 


This means, according to the Excel- 


sior, that should Congress declare the 
elections illegal or should the presi- 
Jc-ntj-etect resign for the sake ot 
peace, Carranza wohd be named to 
hold office for two years longer, or 
until 1922, when the next congies- 
sional elections are scheduled. 


Some people, in fact, declare that 


it would be best for Mexico if Car- 
ranza \\ouid romam in powei; that 
he is the "strong man" of the coun- 
try; that Ins continuance in office 
would poimit Mexico to continue its 
steady improvement uninterrupted by 
a shift in the reins of government

All the world, except the United States, is at 
peace with 


Germany, but America wanted no Eurpean-madc conti-act to keep 
the peace. As the matter stands today we are not a party to 
the league of nations or to the peace of the world. On Monday 
March 22, a bill was introduced into Congress proposing a sepa- 
rate peace between the United States and Germany. That leaves 
us out of the circle, and to get in we will have to be initiated in 
due form. The question before the nation today is: "Who is to 
blame for the defeat of the treaty," and how much has the popu- 
larity of Henry Cabot Lodge increased because of his efforts to 
prevent its ratification? 


CIVIL WAR IN GERMANY 


Germany, in the throes of Civil war, her capital an armed 


camp, her food supply menaced, and' more than 3,000 oi' her 
citizens slain in. one week, since the breaking out of the re- 
volt on March 13th, is realizing what it means to instil into the 
minds of a people the questionable dogmas of bolshevism. 


Germany inoculated Russia with a subtle virus that destroy- 


ed her ai-mies and ruined her people. 
Germany is directly re- 


sponsible for the horrors that have dyed the pages of Russian 
history with the blood of millons of her misguided people, and 
that she is now reaping the re weird of her perfidy is but a just 
retribution. 


The situation is serious in the extreme and it will not be a 


surprise to the well-informed to soe Germany consuming her own 
vitals, after the manner of bolshevic Russia. 


The higher intellijrer.ee of the 
German 
people may .save 


them from the horrors that have consumed Russia, but all sign;-; 
point to a greater bloodshed, and to a greater upheaval among 
the contending elements of Germanic social economy than has 
ever before shaken the very foundations of German institutions.

the offices of Witmer-Steele company, 
Northumberland, to formulate plans 
of action in the coming drive to raise 
$500,000 towards continuing the ex- 
cellent work of the Susquehanan Uni- 
versity. 


Dr. Charles T. Aikens President of 


I the University laid before the com- 


mittee in brief, the Imperative needs 


' of the school, paying particular at- 
tention in his remarks to the crowded 
condition of al! dormitory sleeping 
quarters. 
Dr. Aikens pointed out 


the fact that only through the good 
offices of the citizens of Selinsgrove 
the home of the University, was it 
possible during the present term to 
accommodate some fifty odd students 


i turned over to 
the 
University by 


State College at Bellefonte. 


An adequate library is also among 


the utgpnt needs of the University, 
declared Dr. Aikens. At present, the 
rooms used as a library 
are but 


makeshift Two small class rooms ir 
the administration building are being 


I utilized as a library and less than 
j one-quarter the required space can be 


realized. 


"The world needs Christian educa- 


tion along with, and as much as it 
needs Americanism" said Dr. Aikens, 
"and the Susquehanna University is 
' the sort that will do more than its 
share to supply that great need. But 
it is only possible to extend this great 
work by appealing to the better class 
of citizens." 


Dr. J. I. Woodruff, author of the 


Woodruff Educational bill which was 
passed last June, also a member of 
the executive 
committee, dwelt at 


some length puon the needs, of the 
institution and the wonderful work 
which has been accomplished by the 
faculty despite the handicaps under 
which they have been compelled to 
labor. 


"The campaign will be held in an 


endeavor to raise $500,000, the sum 
of which is to be used in building a 
greater and if possible a better uni- 
versity, a university which will be 
enabled to keep abi«ast of the de- 
mands ami needs of the new era into 
which the world seems to be about to 
enter," said Dr, Woodiuff, "Surely" 
he continued, "there is no more wor- 
thy and more necessary cause that 
has been called to the attention of 
the public recently than this one and 
it is to be hoped that the people will 
respond to make Susquehanna Uni- 
versity a greater institution in every 
son-^e of the word."

teneially is based on t\vo paints: 


1. The President may declare that 


tnc pacification of the nation is not yet 
so complete as to permit the holding 
cf the elections, thereby extending 
his term ot office. 


2. Contiovcixy over the election 


may lead Congress to declare it ille- 
gal following this action by naming 
a man to enter upon the new toim. 


In the event of the sfcond develop- 


ment the newspaper Excelsior (inde- 
pendent) has pointed out Ca' ranza 
undoubtedly \\ould be designated as 
the provisional president. 


The Excelsior asserts that the new 
institution provides: 
"In cast of the absolute lack of a 


'resident during the first two years 
of presidential teim, Congress shall 
immediately elect a President, 
the 


'ame Congio-s to convoke new presi- 
dential elections, arranging foi these 
to take place as near as possible to 
the next elections for congressmen 
and senators." 


This means, according to the Excel- 


sior, that should Congress declare the 
elections illegal or should the presi- 
Jc-ntj-etect resign for the sake ot 
peace, Carranza wohd be named to 
hold office for two years longer, or 
until 1922, when the next congies- 
sional elections are scheduled. 


Some people, in fact, declare that 


it would be best for Mexico if Car- 
ranza \\ouid romam in powei; that 
he is the "strong man" of the coun- 
try; that Ins continuance in office 
would poimit Mexico to continue its 
steady improvement uninterrupted by 
a shift in the reins of government 


But herein lies a factor which 'ul 


Carranza's friends to insist that he 
ivill retire when his term ends. L'ar- 
lanza, they point out, is eager to 
piove befoie the woild that Mexico 
under his administration has achieved

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DEATH OF THE PEACE TREATY 


The peace treaty died in the Congressional hospital, as a re- 


sult of an -incompetent diagnosis and a disagreement of doctors. 
Some considered it best to amputate; some to purge; others would 
graft, and while the patient was undergoing all manner of rough 
handling its vitality was exhausted to the extent that it was de- 
clared incurable. 
Now the cause of death is being sought, and 


the searchers after light are wearing smoked glasses. 


All the world, except the United States, is at 
peace with 


Germany, but America wanted no Eurpean-madc conti-act to keep 
the peace. As the matter stands today we are not a party to 
the league of nations or to the peace of the world. On Monday 
March 22, a bill was introduced into Congress proposing a sepa- 
rate peace between the United States and Germany. That leaves 
us out of the circle, and to get in we will have to be initiated in 
due form. The question before the nation today is: "Who is to 
blame for the defeat of the treaty," and how much has the popu- 
larity of Henry Cabot Lodge increased because of his efforts to 
prevent its ratification? 


CIVIL WAR IN GERMANY 


Germany, in the throes of Civil war, her capital an armed 


camp, her food supply menaced, and' more than 3,000 oi' her 
citizens slain in. one week, since the breaking out of the re- 
volt on March 13th, is realizing what it means to instil into the 
minds of a people the questionable dogmas of bolshevism. 


Germany inoculated Russia with a subtle virus that destroy- 


ed her ai-mies and ruined her people. 
Germany is directly re- 


sponsible for the horrors that have dyed the pages of Russian 
history with the blood of millons of her misguided people, and 
that she is now reaping the re weird of her perfidy is but a just 
retribution. 


The situation is serious in the extreme and it will not be a 


surprise to the well-informed to soe Germany consuming her own 
vitals, after the manner of bolshevic Russia. 


The higher intellijrer.ee of the 
German 
people may .save 


them from the horrors that have consumed Russia, but all sign;-; 
point to a greater bloodshed, and to a greater upheaval among 
the contending elements of Germanic social economy than has 
ever before shaken the very foundations of German institutions.

of action in the coming drive to raise 
$500,000 towards continuing the ex- 
cellent work of the Susquehanan Uni- 
versity. 


Dr. Charles T. Aikens President of 


I the University laid before the com- 


mittee in brief, the Imperative needs 


' of the school, paying particular at- 
tention in his remarks to the crowded 
condition of al! dormitory sleeping 
quarters. 
Dr. Aikens pointed out 


the fact that only through the good 
offices of the citizens of Selinsgrove 
the home of the University, was it 
possible during the present term to 
accommodate some fifty odd students 


i turned over to 
the 
University by 


State College at Bellefonte. 


An adequate library is also among 


the utgpnt needs of the University, 
declared Dr. Aikens. At present, the 
rooms used as a library 
are but 


makeshift Two small class rooms ir 
the administration building are being 


I utilized as a library and less than 
j one-quarter the required space can be 


realized. 


"The world needs Christian educa- 


tion along with, and as much as it 
needs Americanism" said Dr. Aikens, 
"and the Susquehanna University is 
' the sort that will do more than its 
share to supply that great need. But 
it is only possible to extend this great 
work by appealing to the better class 
of citizens." 


Dr. J. I. Woodruff, author of the 


Woodruff Educational bill which was 
passed last June, also a member of 
the executive 
committee, dwelt at 


some length puon the needs, of the 
institution and the wonderful work 
which has been accomplished by the 
faculty despite the handicaps under 
which they have been compelled to 
labor. 


"The campaign will be held in an 


endeavor to raise $500,000, the sum 
of which is to be used in building a 
greater and if possible a better uni- 
versity, a university which will be 
enabled to keep abi«ast of the de- 
mands ami needs of the new era into 
which the world seems to be about to 
enter," said Dr, Woodiuff, "Surely" 
he continued, "there is no more wor- 
thy and more necessary cause that 
has been called to the attention of 
the public recently than this one and 
it is to be hoped that the people will 
respond to make Susquehanna Uni- 
versity a greater institution in every 
son-^e of the word."
